Discord Removed, 


Despite the tragic death of its 
chairman, Colonel de Reynier, in 
an aeroplane erash in a sandstorm 
aver the Syrian desert, the League 
of Nations Commission which has 
been delimiting the frontier. he- 
tween Syria and Trak has finished 
its work, and returned to Geneva, 
This particular Commission was 
devided upon at the extraordinary 
session of the Council held upon 
the Far Bastern dispute in Paris 
lust December, to whom it was 
brought as a matter of urgency, 
France and Great Britain had 
been unable to settle the dispute 
by direet -neyotiation. They  ¢x- 
plained that there had been “cers 
tain divergencies of opinion re- 
warding the. exact interpretation 
of the Convention signed in 1920." 
It was decided ‘to get ap a neu 
tral commission which was to col- 
lect full information and to sub- 
mil suggestions for an equitable 
settlement, In aceepting this 
proposal Lord Cecil, who was then 
acting as the British representa- 
tive upon the Couneil said that 
the question was Sn excellent and 
strikinge example of part of the 
work of the League. [t was aot 
so spectneular as some other ac- 
tivities but it was nevertheless of 
very great importance for the 
avelfare and happiness of man- 
Mind. Shortly after the Council 
discussion, the Commission was 
appointed and set off for the fron- 
tier in question, Its chairman 
was Colonel de Reynier, who hav- 
ing occasion to yo from Baghdad 
to another town, decided to fly, 
Unfortunately his machine ran 
into a sandstorm and all the oc- 
cupants were killed, The field 
work was, however, finished and 
the members are in Geneva mak- 
ing up their report.

By “AN OLD STAGER” 


O what mysterious unknown 

bourne ja the world breath- 
lessly hurrying in its eager con- 
quest of the secrets, of Nature 
and the problems of the Universe? 
Zven the fenst ‘imaginative and 
reflective of mortals must, in 
these days, be vaguely aware of 
an anxious bewilderment. Mechani- 
cal and chemical triumphs of in- 
vention or discovery are racing 
each other in a break-neck gallop 
towards the unknown, Sclentifle 
miracles have within a  gencra- 
tion revolutionised life. Within 
the next few decades may they 
not destroy it?. 

It may be an interesting ques- 
tion of public concern, but it is 
also a perfectly futile one. Be- 
cause nothing js more certain than 
that, though {t means the annihi- 
Jation of the globe, the onward 
thrust of sclentific enterprise is 
remorseless and Irresistible. No 
more will scientists cease their 
investigations into . the titanle 
properties of the atom for fear 
somebody will blow up the world 
than motor manufacturers stop 
building cars because millions of 
people are killed or maimed by 
them. 

In the human make-up there is 
some Promethean bug that ever 
urges onward the exciting aidven- 
dures of the exploring or invent- 
ing mind. We are harnessed to 
our own martyrdom, the slavea of 
our own mechanism, the obedient 
bottle imps of our own Inboratory 
test tubes. 

The staggering fact is that it 
4s humanly impossible to set any 
hounds to what scientific devtlop- 
ment may accomplish, Beside the 
Jatest motor car, itactf already 
conscious of an aura of mechani- 
cal obsolescence in the scoring 
presence of a Schneider seaplane, 
the first steam locomotive looks 
like on cvaveman's toy. We have 
built machines that) ean explore 
the dark unfathomed caves of 
ovean, others that can adventure 
far above the clouds, and we have 
perfected a tiny microphone that 
can speak and Hsten round the 
earth. It is even whispered, ‘in 
the inner circle of the wireless 
wizards, that it might be feasible 
to, cast baekwards the sound-nets 
of our acrials, «and to recapture 
the voices of men who died many 
centuries ‘ago. We might, it is 
suggested, be able some day to 
listen-in to Jullus Caesar exhort- 
ing his Tenth Legion, or to Pytha-

Might Blow Up the World. 


However amazing these wonders 
muy be, there is nothing positively 
daunting or intimidating in them. 
It may be that, in the modern 
mechanism that takes its toll of 
human life in war or peace, we 
merely have Nature's subtle sub- 
stitutes for those more crude 
forces that kept down the world’s 
population. in primitive ages, 
These lethal modern equipments 
may be part of the private work- 
ings of a law of natural averages, 

“But it is not possible to take 
quite so philosophical a view of 
the latest experiments with atoms. 
Scientists have at last discovered 
how to split an atom, Laymen, 
who have received that news, are 
disposed to jeer at those who pro- 
phesied that the explosion of an 
atom would blow up the world 
But so far scientific dissection of 


the atom hts progressed only a 
very little way. We know how to

Only one 
atom in a hundred million is hit 
by the exploding force. But this 
scientific discovery is in ita very 
earliest infuney. it is a million . 
do one that, once haying got on 
the right track, our scientists will 
quickly discover how to harticsa 
their electric, mechanism to its 
job, and to score a far higher 
average of exploding hits, 

Eventually the grand secret of 
the univerae, the transmutation of 
matter, after which all the al. 
chemists of past centuries groped 
vainly, will be made known, But 
the transmutation of matter is 
logically and acientlfically akin to 
the disintegration of matter. That 
visnalises « time when, by the 
pressing of a button. or the turn- 
ding of a awiteh, it will be possible 
for somebody to explode the whole 
world like a penny ‘balloon. It 
will be a. tremendously Iethal op- 
portunity.

Discrimination.

that he saw no reason to take such

OBITUARY 


AUTHOR OF “MYSTERY OF A 
HANSOM CAB" 


London, July 13. 

Fercus Hume, noted story-teller 
who was known principally as the 
author of “The Mystery of a Han- 
som Cab,” died to-day at the age 
of 71 years. 

Son of a well-known Dunedin 
(New Zealand) family, Mr. Hume 
was born in England on July & 
1959, but went to New Zealand as 
un infant and was educated at the 
Pinedin Wigh School and the 
Otago University, from where — he 
seraduated in Taw and was called to 
the bar. : 

After practising for some .yeirs, 
he moved to Melbourne and later 
to the Continent, where he trayell- 
ed extensively, making his: home in 
London. f : 

He published “The Mystery of 
a Hansom Cab” in 1887, and it met 
with instant success. His mystery 
stories were among the first of 
their type, and he followed his first 
success with other books of a 
similar adventurous and romantic 
type. His last publication was 
“The Caravan Mystery” in 1926,— 
Reuter. 
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THE GLADKIM. CASE. 


BODY OF MAN IDENTIFIED 
BY BROTHER 


: Shanghai, July 18. 

During on autopsy held in ‘tho 
French Municipal mortuary, Simon 
Gladkih formally identified the 
body of “George Ladichiafft” as 
that of hia brother, George Gladkth, 
who died while serving a scven- 
day sentenco In the dotention 
house of the Second District Court. 


The nutopsy was-a sequel to 4 
charge brought by the French 
Police, against three gaolors, of 
negligence causing tho death, or 
alternatively of assault causing 
the denth, of George Gladkih.— 
Reuter. ’ 

Previous Refusal. 


Originally the Chinese authori- 
ties refuscd permiasion to have 
the body exhumed. A Shanghai 
telegram of July 1 stated: 


>The application of the French 
Municipal Police’ to exhume the 
body of George Gladkih was re- 
jected to-day by the Chinese Court, 
They say that the original Chinese 
verdict regarding Gladkih’s death 
was that It was from natural 
causes, and that it fa stilt valid. 
They ‘are still willing for an 
autopsy to be mado but it must 
be by a Chinese expert. It Is ex- 
plained that this is simply a mat- 
ter of principle and according to 
the Rendition Agreement. 
Chinese official has intimated that 
the expert post martem examiner 
might be a foreigner and that the 
French Municipal Council would 
be permitted to be present. The 
examination will take place pro- 
bably at the French Municipal 
morgue and the general public 
will be admitted. 


French to Press Charges. 


A more recent issue of a 


Shanghai paper stated: 

In connexion with the death of 
the Russian prisoner Gladkih, in 
the detention house of — the 
Seeond Shanghai District Court, 
the French’ police, as the result 
of investigation and the failure 
of.the Chinese authorities to hold 
an autopsy on the body of de- 
ceased, have decided to prens 
charges against the Chinese in 
charge of the house of detention, 
The Chinese doctor attached to 
the Court is also to be charyged with 
neplect im the case of Gladkihy 

It will be recnled that. Gladkih 
was sentenced to seven days’) im- 
prisonment in the Second Shang- 
hai | Special — District Court. 
Whilst in the House of Detention 
serving his sentence he dicd. 
Prisoners .released subsequently 
stated that Gladkih had died as 
the result. of a beating he had 
received at the hands of Chinese 
warders, The Court authorities 
stated that & man_ answering 
Gladkih’s deseription, but ander a 
different name, had died from 
wcule dysentery and had been 
buried by a Chinese benevolent 
society in) Pootung, Attempts on 
the part of the French police to 
obtain the body for an imutopsy 
failed, The Chinese authorities 
demanded a formal application 
from. the police: for the exhuma- 
tion of the body and ingisted on 
their rights. to conduct the ex 
amination, In the meantime no 
progress had been made in agcer- 
taining the true cause of Glade 
kih’s ‘death. . 

In view of these circumstances 
the French police decided to pre- 
fer a charge against the officer in 
charge of the Detention House, mm 
the Shanghai District Court, to 
the effect that a beating and 
wounds received by Gladiih in the 
Detention House led to his death. 
In addition, the doctor attaghed 
to the Court is to -be charged 
with negligence causing. death.

WAR DEBTS 


———; 


There would appear to be some 
diversity of opinion as to who 
should make the first move in con. 
nexion with the suggested revision 
of war debts, as between America 
and her debtors, following — the 
Lausinne settlement. When the ae- 


cord was announced, it was ine 


timated -from the United States 
that America wou'd be prepared 
to consider representations on the 
subject, if made individually, as 
soon as Europe had finally settled 
the reparations issue, It is clear 
now that the United States does 
not regard the Lausanne adjust- 
ment as a final settlement. Strict. 
'y speaking, of course, this ik true, 
What has been accomplished so 
far, subject to ratification by the 
Parliaments of the countries con- 
cerned, is a sealing down of Ger- 
man liabilities -under another 
hame than that of reparations. 
The slate has not been wiped 
clean. Thig may easily be a fne- 
tor'in any determination of policy 
by “America. Indeed, it 
clerr that, as things are at the 
moment, the United States fs not 
disposed ty (uke any action of her 
own accort, 

It is pertectly clear, as May 
Ramsay “MacDonald has _ pointed 
out, that America has so far utter- 
ed no definite pledge or indicated 
how far she is prepared to go on 
war debt revision. Her attitude 
at the moment appears to be one 
of waiting to see the full extent of 
uny further agreement which may 
arise out of the Lausanne adjuat- 
ment, and then to deal with the 
issue when representations are. 
made. Mr. Neville Chamber'nin, 
however, appenrs to think that the 
overtures should be made ‘by the 
United States, since he says that, 
failing all-Found cancellation, tho 
European nations should wait and 
see“what America proposes ag an 
altornative.

On thin point, 
It fs concotvablo. that America 
may not fool inclined to deal with 
all her creditors on the same foot- 
ing, since In his. declaration of 
June last year President Hoover 
sald the United States, though op- 
posed to cancellation, did not de- 
sire to extract a sum beyond the 
enpacity of any debtor to pny. .So 
we muy yet hear a good deal about 
“eapacity to ipay.’’ When the 
Lausanne agreement was announc- 
ed it, was stated in « messayo 
from Washington that although 
Congress is on record ag opposing 
cancellation or further downward 
revision of war debts, Administra- 
tion spokesmen declared that in- 
dividual negotiations for revision 
would be welcomed. But, as we 
pointed out a few days ago, the 
United States is on the eve of a 
Presidential election, and, in the 
circumstances, it,is diMficu't to say 
precisely what America’: final at- 
titude may be. 
One point emeryes 
Ramsay MacDonald's 
f Commons statement, namely, that 
whatever happens, Britain ad- 
heres to her policy of making no 
profits out of war debts or repara- 
tions. That remains 
absalttely unchanged, She has 
not made any concessions to Ger- 
many contiagent on getting relief 
from America; nor, for that mat- 
ter, have the other Powers con- 
in the European adjust- 
ent. Mr. Lloyd George tikes the 
stand that if America’ is anwill- 
ing to make any concessions, Bri- 
tain should pay up without de- 
mur. This, we imngine, | reflects 
a considerable, body. of British 
opinion. However, it seems hard 
to believe that the United States 
would persist In getting her pound 
of flesh, irrespective of what hap- 
pens in Europe. , We prefer to 
think, with the British Premier, 
that there is no nation more ready 
to lend a hand in co-operative 
work in straightening out the 
tangles and troubles which still 
face the whole world.

Discord Removed. . 


‘Despite the tragic death of its 
chairman, Colonel de Reynier, in 
un acroplane crash in a sandstorm 
over the Syrian desert, the League 
of Nations Commission which has 
been delimiting the frontier be- 
tween Syria and Irak has finished 
its work, and returned to Geneva. 
This particular Commission was 
decided upon at the extraordinary 
session of the Council held upon 
the Far Eastern dispute in Paris 
last December, to whom it was 
brought ns a matter of urgency. 
France and Great Britain had 
been unable to settle the dispute 
by direct negotiation. They ex- 
plained that there had been “cer- 
tain divergencies of opinion re- 
garding the exact interpretation 
of the Convention signed In 1920.” 
It was decided to set up a neu- 
tral commission which wag to col- 
lect full information and to sub- 
mit suygestions for an equitable 
settlement. In accepting this 
proposal Lord Cecil, who was then 
acting as the British representa- 
tive upon the Council sald that 
the question was an excellent and 
‘striking example of part of the 
‘work of the League. It wag not 
so spectacular as some other ac- 
tivities but It was nevertheless of 
very. great Importance for tha 
welfare, and. happiness of man- 
hind. Shortly after the Counell 
discussion, the Commission ‘was 
appointed and set off for the fron- 
tier in question. | Its chairman 
was Colonel de Reynicr, who hav- 
ing occasion to go from Baghdad 
to another town, decided to fly, 
Unfortunately his machine ran 
into a sandstorm and all the oc- 
cupants were killed.

No 
more will sefentists cease their 
investigations into the titanic 
properties of the atom for fear 
somebody will blow up the world 
than motor manufacturers stop 
building cara becnuse millions of 
people are killed or maimed by 
them. * 
_ In the human make-up there is 
some Promethean bug that ever 
urges ouward tho exciting adven- 
tures of the exploring or invent. 
ing mind. We are harnessed to 
our own martyrdom, the slaves of 
our own mechanism, the obedient 
bottle imps of our own Inboratory 
test tubes, 


, The staggering fact is that it ; 


is humanly impossible to set any 
bounds to what scientific develop- 
ment may accomplish. Beside the 
latest motor car, itself already 
conscious of an aura of mechani- 
¢al obsolescence in the scoring 
presence of a Schneider seaplanu, 
the first stenm locomotive looks 
like a caveman’s toy, We have 
built machines that can explore 
the dark unfathomed caves of 
ocean, others that can adventure 
far ubove the clouds, and we have 
perfected a tiny microphone that 
can speak and Hsten round the 
earth, It is even whispered, in 
the inner circle of the wireless 
wizards, that it might be fensible 
to cast backwards the sound-nets 
of our aerials, and to recapture 
the voices of.men who died many 
centurics ago. We might, it is 
suggested, be able some day to 
listen-in to Julius Cesar exhort-

' However amazing these wonders 
may be, there is nothing positively 
daunting or intimidating in them. 
It may be that, in the modern 
mechanism that takes its toll of 
human life in war or peace, we 
merely have Nature’s subtle sub- 
stitutes for those more crude 
forces that kept down the world’s 
in primitive ages. 
These lethal modern - equipments 
may be part of the private work- 
inga of a law of natural averages, | 

But it is not possible to take 
quite so philosophical o view of 
the latest experiments with atoms, 
Scientists have at last discovered 
how to split an atom. JLaymen, 
who have received that news, are 
disposed to, jeer at those who pro- 
phesied that the explosion of an 
atom would blow, up the world 
But so far scientific dissection of 
the atom has progressed only o 
very little way. We know how to

split an atom, but not how to ex- 
plode a grent quantity of them. 
That knowledge will cortainly 
come. When it docs, and the 
time will probably be quite soon, 
we shall face a really serious 
menaced. : 

At presont ft takes about’ a 
hundred million time the force of 
‘an atom to explode it. Only one 
atom In a hundrod million 6 hit 
by the exploding force, But this 
acientifie discovery iy in its “very 
earliest infancy. It ig a million 
to one that, once having got on 
the right track, our scientists avill 
quickly discover how to harnesa 
their electric mechanism to its 
job, and to score a far higher 
average of exploding hits, 

Eventually the grand sceret of 
the universe, the transmutation of 
matter, after which oll the al- 
chemists of past centurles groped 
vainly, will be made. known, But 
the transmutation of matter ia 
logically and scientifically akin to 


tho disintegration of matter. That - 


visualises a time when, by the 
pressing of a button or the turn- 
ing of 0 switch, it will be possible 
for somebody to explode the whole 
world like a penny balloon. It 
will be a tremendously lethal op- 
portunity, 2 


The Button Presser. 


How is humanity going to be 
safeguarded against the misuse 
of such potential cataclysm by 
some criminal or fanatical mega- 
lomanine? 

Tam told that the annihilation 
of a thimbleful of mud .would 
release enough energy to drive 
the Berengaria xcrosa the At- 
lantic. An ounce of helium would 
run a 100-h.p. engine day and 
night for eight years. In fnet 
the discoyery 
atom opens up an easy approach 
to converting the whole earth into 
one vast explosive dump of as- 
tronomicn! ‘detonation power. It 
is the accepted theory that a 
coalescent of atomic electrons 
and protons is a phenomenon wit- 
nessed in the case of exploding atars 
whose flash irradiates the world’s 
observatories through millions of 
leagues of space. Human science 
seems on the brink of discovering 
how to-causé such a coalescence 
of artificial means, We may be 
able, by dint of our indefatigable 
scientific industry, to precipitate 
in our own case a slow and tedious 
natural process.

A Terrible Secret, 


What a unique opportunity for 
a buper-autocrat or even for a. 
super-blackmailer! The puniest 
State, possessed of this grand 
scientific ‘secret, awhich would 
hardly be kept secret long, could 
defy the mightiest. It would 
present its ultimatum—and in- 
timate that the button would ‘be 
pressed at midnifht on the day 
named. : 

But these terroristic visions 
would have less intimidation than 
they might once have exerted. 
Suppose we do elnborate the secret 
of the annihilation of matter, and 
dovise a formula, worked by a 
switch, that will dissipate’ the 
globe like a sonp bubble. Can 
anyone sny, reviewing the world’s 
present condition ‘and ita chief 
activities, that the consummation 
of the colossal drama would be 
an unmitigated tragedy? It might 
be no more than a happy release 
for sorely distressed humanity on 
this globe, and -an intercsting, 
diatinctly- 
recorded flash across the . solar 
cther—for attentive astronomical 
professors in the well-equipped 
observatories of Mars,.

AUTHOR OF 'MYSTERY OF A 
HANSOM CAL" 


London, July 13. 

Fergus Hume, noted story-teller 
who was known principally as_the 
author of “The Mystery of a Han- 
som Cab," died to-day at the age 
of TL years, : , 

Son of a well-known Dunedin 
(New Zealand) family, Mr, Hume 
was born in England on July 8 
1869, but went to New Zealand ts 
an infant and was educated at the 
Dunedin High School and the 
Otago University, from where — he 
graduated in law and was called to 
the bar. ; 

After practising for some years, 
he moved to Melbourne and later 
to the Continent, where he travell- 
ed extensively, making his home in 
London. 

He published “The Mystery of 
a Hansom Cab” in*1887, and ‘it met 
with instant success. His mystery 
stories were among the first of 
their type, and he followed his first 
success with other bovks of a 
similar adventurous and romantic 
type.

THE GLADKIH CASE. 


BODY OF MAN IDENTIFIED 
BY BROTHER — 


: Shanghai, July 15. 

During an autopsy held in the 
French Munielpal mortuary, Simon 
Gladkih formally . identified the 
body of “George Ladichiaff’ as 
that of his brother, Georze Gladkih, 
who died while sorving a seven- 
day sentence In the detention 
house of the Seconil District Court. 


Tho autopsy was o sequel to a 
charge brought by the French 
Police, against three gnolors, of 
negligence causing tho death, or 
alternatively of assault causing 
the death, of George Gladkih.— 
Reuter. 

Previous Refusal, 


Originally the Chinese authorl- 
ties refused permission to have 
the body exliméd: -A Shanghai 
telegram of July 1 stated: : 


The application of the French 
Municipal . Police to exhume the 
body of George Gladkih was re- 
jected to-day by tho Chinese Court. 
They say that the original Chinese 
verdict regarding Gladkih’s death 
wan that {t was from natural 
causes, and that it is stil) valid. 
They are still willing for an 
autopsy to be made dut It must 
be by a Chinese oxpert. It is ex- 
plained that this Is simply a mat- 
ter of principle and according to 
the Rendition Agreement. 
Chinese official has intimated that 
the expert post mortem examiner 
might be a foreigner and that the 
French Municipal Council would 
be permitted to be present, The 
examination will take place pro- 
bably at the French * Municipal 
morgue and the general public 
will be admitted. 


French to Press Charges. 


A more recent: issue of a 


Shanghai paper stated: 

In connexion with the death of 
the Russian prisoner Gladkih, in 
the detention house of the 
Second Shanghai District Court, 
the French police, as the result 
of investigation and the failure 
of the Chinese authorities to hold 
an autopsy on the body of de- 
ceased, haye decided to press 
charges againat the Chinese in 
charge of the houre of detention. 
‘The Chinese doctor attached to 
the Court is alsy to be charged with 
neglect in the ense of Gladkth. 

It will be recalled that Gladkih 
Was sentenced ta seven days’ im- 
prisonment in the Second Shamg- 
hai Special District Court. 
Whilst in the House of Detention 
serving his sentence he died. 
Prisoners released subsequently 
stated that Gladkih had died as 
the result of a beating he had 
received at the hands of Chinese 
warders. The Court authorities 
stated that a man answering 
Gladkih’s description, but under a 
different name, had dled from. 
acute) dysentery and had been 
buried by a Chinese benevolent 
society in Pootung., Attempts on, 
the part of the French ‘police to 
‘obtain the body for an autopsy 
failed. The Chinese authorities 
demanded a formal application 
from the police for the exhuma- 
tion of the body and insisted on 
their rights to conduct the ex- 
amination. In the meantime: no 
progress had been made in ageer- 
taining the trac cause of Glad- 
kih’s death, : 

In view of these circumstances 
the Freneh police decided to pre- 
fer n charge against the officer in 
charge of the Detention House, mm 
the Shanghai District Court, to 
the effect that a cbeating and 
wounds received by Gladkih in the 
Detention House led to his death. 
In addition, the doctor attached 
to the Court is to. be charged 
with negligence causing death.
